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A New Discovery, 


ESSRS Herbert Jamesand Co., of 43 
Eastcheap, have shown us the rd., 
A lilac postage stamp (16 pearls) 
‘ overprinted on the back ''O.U.S. "in 
lilac (the colour of the stamp). The 
surcharge reads downwards between narrow 
wavy lincs. This is a very interesting dis- 
covery as the varicty previously known to us 
bas the surcharge in red. The discovery was 
made by Mr G. C. Warden while examining a 
very large number of English stamps. This 
surcharge ceased in October, 1882 and the 1d., 
lilac, with red surcharge, is extremely scarce so 
that this newly discovered variety, with lilac 
surcharge, must be a very rare stamp. 


MOSQUITO RESERVATION.

YHE stamp chronicled in the Journal for 
May, 1903, is a member of an issue of 
1891r.. The stamps of this issue are cir- 
cularin form and four in number, all 
printed in black on blue paper, viz. sc., 

10c., s0c.,and $1. The last mentioned value 
is very rare, only two copies being known to 
me, the soc. is also scarce while the roc., is the 
most common variety. I have fortunately ob- 
tained a specimen of the 10 cents on the origi- 
nal receipt. This relates to the delivery of 25 
cases of wines, spirits, &c. costing $10.50. The 
stamp is cancelled Oct. 13th, 1892, the words 
“Recd. payment” being written across the 
receipt. In 1893 the Mosquito Reserve was 
absorbed into Nicaragua. Telegraph stamps 
of Nicaragua were in use surcharged ‘ Mos- 
quito Reservation.” 


THE “ CONSULTATION FEE” 
STAMP, GUILDHALL.

F the various issues of Municipal stamps 
now current, that of the City of London 
is quite distinct in design and color from 
those in use elsewhere. Besides the 
‘Justice Room ” issue of stamps used 

at the Mansion House, there exists a stamp in

i Tu TIO, kt! only, for a purpose 
2 gA which cannot strictly 
said to be legal work. 
The stamp is large rec- 
tangular, printed in 
black and perforated : 
the design consists of 
the arms of the City of 
London surmounted by 
a crest, at the top a 
fancy label containing 
a “ Consultation Fee, 
Guildhall,” andat the bottom “Ial ba-Crown.” 
Before the existing Royal Courts were built, the 
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Common Law Judges used to hold Sittings 
every term at the Guildhall for the trial of 
Commercial actions : the Counsel and Solicitors 
engaged found it necessary occasionally to have 
consultations together, and for this purpose they 
required the use of a room : a room was always 
available, and could be secured on application 
to the proper Official, and the amount to be 
paid for the use of the room was 2/6, a formal 
receipt for which was given with one of these 
stamps affixed tojt, It will thus be seen, that 
the * Consultation Fee’ was merely an amount 
paid to the Guildhall Authorities for the hire of 
aroom. The plate from which the stamp was 
printed, was it appears a costly one; the 
authorities have never recouped themselves for 
the outlay as few of the stamps were ever used, 
they are seldom used now, and are not soid to 
the public as the authorities “ cannot asseni to 
“ihe disposal of the stamps in any way other 
“than that for which they are specifically 
“issued.”
